Government Representatives

a. Benny Carwright from D3 Whitburn’s office: he introduced himself and expressed that
he’s hearing our concerns. Adam told him that our consistent priority has been the
completion of the Ward Canyon Park project

b. Officer Jenny Hall from SDPD: gave an update on local crime, and the recent suspension of
parking enforcement for the duration of the COVID crisis.

Community Groups

a. Adams Avenue Business Association: Scott isn’t present for an update.

b. El Cajon Boulevard Business Improvement Association: Tootie came to talk about an ECB
Town Hall Meeting in March, in our area, and they’re calling the stretch from the 805 to
the 15 “Central.” There’s a community walk on 1/14 at 10am to obseve and explore that
stretch.

c¢. NH Community Association and NH Urban Arts: Nobody was here from either group. But
Adam went on their Christmas Lights tour, and was concerned about houses competing
that were not in our neighborhood.

Chair Report

Working Group Reports

Transportation Group: No meeting happened for that group. The AABA continues to be in contact with
the city about the bridge over 805.

Parks: Linda is discouraged about the direction of the Parks group, and doesn’t want to do it anymore.
Hopefully someone can take over that working group.

Undergrounding (to potentially be established): Jim reported that there have been email exchanges
with city staff about how/where additional lighting might be installed, and the MAD that would in place
for that.

Action Items

Safe Routes to Parks: M/S:Jim.Gary: Accept the proposal from the Park & Recreation Coalition to ask
the mayor to delay approval of the Parks Master Plan. All voted in favor. Adam will send a letter to the
Mayor’s office and Randy Wilde, rwilde@sandiego.gov.

40t St. Barricades: No action at this time, but Benny will check up on it.

805 Freeway: There is no action at this time.

Discussion Items

COVID Relief Programs Knowledge Share: Does anyone know of any programs that the community
might not be informed about. Molly Lorden at the Methodist Church mentioned that some have been
donating some of their relief checks they don’t need, and others and request funds from that (contact
for more details: molly@nhunited.org.
